The Factions Have a Duel With 
Knives and Pistols. 




Piskvillk, Ky., Feb. 
streets tit Harlan courthouse, Tuesday, 
John and Will Turner, son and half 
brother respectively of old George 
B. Turner, were killed by Dr. Will 
Nolin. 

The Turners were, it is said, drunk, 
and in town to attend court Nolin 
wo» in one of the stores of the place 
when Will Turner came in and began 
to abuse Nolin violently, at the 
tome time flourishing a knife. Nolin, 
without wasting any time, pulled his 
pistol and shot Turner four times, kill- 
ing him. 

John Turner, hearing of the shoot- 
ing. came on the scene about that time 
and began shooting at Nolin. The lat- 
ter then, turning his pistol on the oth- 
er Turner, killed him at the first shot 
Nolin was unhurt. 

There is said to be intense excite- 
ment over the affair, and further 
trouble is lookod for. There was bail 
blood between the Turn era and Nolins. 
growing out of a shooting scrape which 
occurred a couple of months ago. In 
which some of the Turners shot and 
wounded James Nollu, an elder broth- 
er of Dr. Nolin. 

The latter is young and a brother of 
B. F. Nolin, superintendent of the 
schools for Harlan, and who was the 
republican nominoe for the legislature 
at the last election. He was defeated 
by Dr. Blair, of this county. 

Dr. Nolin has another brother John, 
who, about four years ago. shot and 
killed two men in much tho same- fash- 
ion as this was done. He is still a fugi- 
tive from justice. 

Dr. Nolin gave himself up to the au- 
thorities.

eratic members of the finance commit- 
tee intrusted with the delicate task of 
framing a tariff bill which enn pass the 
senate, Messrs. Jones, Vest and Mills, 
hnve adopted the star chamber method 
toward their democratic colleagues of 
the house, and preserve the deepest 
mystery concerning their work on the 
bill 

it was learned Wednesday that the 
committee has made a careful study of 
the opposition which the bill is iikely 
to encounter from certain democratic 
senators, and n provision will lie made 
to head off such opposition as is be- 
lieved to be formidable. 

The most important concession la the 
placing of a duty on coal. Inwilling 
as are such radical free traders as Sena- 
tors Vest and Mills, to remove so-called 
raw material* from the free list and 
especially coal, they recognize that un- 
less Senator Gorman and other sena- 
tors, representing coal stntos. are pla- 
cated by a duty on coal, the pa Mage of 
the bill in the senate is utmost hope- 
less. 

For similar reasons the committee is 
inclined to place a duty on sugar. 
Representatives of the sugar refiners 
have made Htrong appeals to the com- 
mittee to impose a discriminating duty 
on refined sugar. It is argued that it 
would be an injustice to refiners who 
have invested millions of dollars in 
elaborate plants to Le compelled to pay 
the same duty for raw sugar that is im- 
posed on tho refined article, since raw 
sugar always contains a large percent- 
age of dirt. 

it'eftners ask that a discriminating 
duty of lyf mills per pound be added to 
whatever duty is levied on raw sugar, 
which presumably will lie one cent 
per pound. The committee, while 
favoring a discriminating duty on re- 
fined sugar for the reason ussigned by 
the refiners, is unwilling to make the 
rate higher than one mill per pound ad- 
ditional. 

So little is feared from the opposi- 
tion of the Alabama senator- that then- 
is no intention at present of placing a 
duty on iron ore. The Alabama sena- 
tors, Messrs. Morgan and Pugh, while 
against the administration, realize that 
the only interests in their state which 
demand I duty on iron ore are repre- 
sentcd by northern capitalists, who 
have established plants there, and who 
have given profitable employment to 
some of their constituents.
